Both the Count and 
tho Baron fought most determinedly;

Naw York, Jan. 20.— Mr. Isaac Ford, 
London correspondent of the New York 
Tribune in his cablegram this ufternoon 
says: 

The Hay-Paunccfoto treaty is attract- 
ing more attention in tho London jiapors. 
There are signs that Lord Lausdowno 
has boon advised by bis cabinet associ- 
ates either to accept or to reject the 
senate amondmouts to the canal treaty. 
The English press is waiting for cues 
from a responsible source, the Times be- 
ing tho only journal which has com- 
mitted itself in favor of the rejection 
of the anioudments to the treaty. Tho 
Quarterly Review, in a long, carefully 
written article on the Nicaragiian can- 
al, lays stress upon the discourtesy of 
the Senate's ox parte attempt to super- 
cede this treaty without ample consulta- 
tion and contends that the Davis amend- 
ment cannot be accepted, aud that tho- 
foreign otlice must wash its hands of 
tho M-holo afl'air and allow the United 
States to take the onlire responsibility 
of the canal in defiance of tho rights and 
interests of maratimo powers. 

The l}uarterliy Review argues the 
case closely, and holds that Britain can- 
not sanction in advance treaty provis- 
ions under which an American coup de- 
main miglit be possible in war time. .It 
carefully retrains from drawing a par- 
allel between the Suez and Nicaraguan 
canals in this rcQpect. ^n. Engli'sb coup 
de main has taken place" in Egypt since 
the Suez canal was constructed, and. 
Lord Cromer is in a position to. Close 
that waterway against warships during 
a European campaign. Tho Llavis 
amendment simply arms the United 
States wUh a de jure right to close the 
canal for purposes of national defence, 
and England by her possession of a 
stronghold of power at Cairo, has the" 
same de facto privilege in an emergency 
although her pro-ominonco in sea power 
will deter her from taking advantage of 
it. The sincere friends of Anglo-Ameri- 
can good fooling aro hoping cither that 
tlie foreign ollice will miniinizp the im- 
portance of the aiiienilments and accept 
them or else take measui'es for continu- 
ing tho negotiations and iirolonging the 
terms reiiuired for tho ratilicatiiii of the 
treaty another .vear. 

Mr. Ford refers to Sir Henry Col- 
ville's retirement and other military af- 
fairs as follows;

ion in military circles that the staff'' 
work in South Africa has been detect- 
ive and been resiionsihle- for many mis- 
haps. I^ord Colville, Gatacro ami" War- 
ren are the chief losers in a war which 
has been a lottery ot reputations with 
twenty blanks for every prize. General ' 
Hunter, who has been one of the win- ■ 
tiers, has been invalided home, and Gen- 
eral Tucker, of wbom little has been 
heard during the campaign, has taken' 
his place at Bloemfontein. General Cle-- 
ments who was recently concerned in» 
tlie serious mishap in the Western; 
Trausvaal, has been advanced in mili- 
tary command. 

The indication is that Colonel Broad- 
wood has been held responsible by Ixird 
Kitchener for that reverse, and has been 
ordered home on that account, after 
having heen vindicated by Lord Roberts 
for the more serious mishap at Sanaa's 
post 'last spring. The AVar Ollice has 
boon playing havoc with militar.v reputa- 
tions, and is now coinplnining that the 
newspapers have made too niach of 
General French, whose ability in the 
tielil. Lord lyaiisdowne seems to think, 
has been lieavil.v overrated. 

There is no doubt that the Queen's- 
wishes have ju'evaileil, and that Lord 
T{oberts has consented to the appiiint- 
ment of the Duke of Comiaught as .-\d- 
jutaiit-Geiieral on the ex|)iratiini of Sir 
Evelyn Wood's term. This apiiointniont 
ivill have an im]iortaiit bearing upon the 
irmy reforms since it will render if a 
delic;ite matter fur Hie members of 
parliament to spe;ik critically of military 
men while the Queen's son is the chief 
pirit at headiiuarters. 
The resignation of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge was desired by the men in jiarlia- 
ment of this account aud there has been 
greater freedom of discussion while 
Lord AVolseloy has boon in command of 
tho army.

VANOOUVER ISLAND. 

This issue of the Colonist deals in de^ 
tail with the resources, tbe advantages 
and prospects of Vancouver Islaiul. We 
have felt that the occasion was timely 
for laying before the public, some facts 
relating to this portion of British Colum- 
bia. Other parts of the province will 
be dealt with iti future Issues. Vancou 
ver Island has never received that de 
gree of attention which it is entitled to. 
Although CO years and more have passed 
since it was first occupied by people of 
our nationality, a very largo portion of 
it is wliolly unexplored, and the greater 
part of tho area that lias been visited by 
white men is only imperfectly known; yet 
the Island lies on the Western threshold 
»f Canada and in the direct line of traf- 
fic between the Orient, the American 
Continent and Europe. It possesses ma- 
terial wealth of great variety and illim- 
itable extent.

It is hoped that the 
provinci.al government will do something 
in the same direction, and tliat both gov- 
ernments will do what they feci able t( 
do at a very early date so that the con 
struction of the lino may begin durmg 
the present year. If this expectation 
is realized, Vancouver Island would re- 
ceive an impetus to prosperity such as 
it lias never enjoyed. Tho expenditure 
of the amonnt of money necessary to 
build the raihray would of itself greatly 
promote Imsiness but even larger results 
would follow from the progress in mining 
and settlement and from other invest 
mcnts, which the building of the railway 
would cause to bo inaugurated. Tiiere 
cannot be any great dela.v in carrying 
out this undertaking to a Boccessful con 
elusion, and without desiring to indulge 
in any degree in t\w laiigu;"ige of exag 
geration, we may say that the present is 
the best possible time for any person 
contemplating settlement in Vancouver 
Island to come hei-o. Elsewhere In this 
article will he found the provisions upon 
which the crown lands can bo obtained 
by settlers, and also information in re- 
gard to the disposal by the Es(iuinialt 
& Nanaimo Kailway Co. of its jands. 
Persons contemplating settling on \'an- 
couver Island should bear in mind that, 
outside of the occupied areas, there are 
many river valleys that are fertile and 
exceedingly adapted to agriculture. The 
land has to be cleared of a luxuriaat 
growth, but its productiveness rejiays the 
e.vpense. What a settler, who is going 
to engage in farming wants, is a mar- 
ket for what he raises, and the British 
Columbia market for farm produce is a 
large and growing one. In addition also, 
there is the Yukon market, the full mag- 
nitude of which cannot bo at present ap- 
proximated. Evorj-thing which minors in 
Yukon can need has to be carried in. 
They are a class of people that want 
the best that is going. The limit to the 
variety of ti.eir purclias(>s is only meas- 
ured by the supply. The Canadian Yu- 
kon last year imported from the United 
States 190,000 dozen of eggs, and this 
item alone will give an idea of what the 
demand for farm produce in that part of 
Ihe country is, .-ind it does not take into 
account the Canadian eggs that were 
shipped in. The British Columbia import 
ggs from tho United States was over 
000 dozens, showing that there a do- 
lic market for eggs in Xorthwi'St anil 
tills province? at the present time amount- 
ing to upwards of 400,000 dozens annu- 
ally, and this is certain to increase rapid- 
ly in the future. Butter, poultry, pota- 
toes, mutton, and in short almost nil 
classes of farm iiroduce are imported, so 
(hat the farmer establishing himself on 
the fertile lands of Vancouver Island is 
sure to find a market for all he can pro- 
duce. A natural question in this con 
nection will be why with such a market 
and so much fertile hind, agriculture is 
in a backward condition. It is not ne- 
cessary to answer this inieslion to any- 
oui.' who is familiar with the conditions 
existing in the West; but to those who 
are not, it may be mentioned first tint 
the market is of recent development, and 
second and [irincipally with the great ivia- 
jority of persons, who have come to the. 
Northwest Const, have not done so with 
the intention of cnewging in agricultur.il 
pursuits. They have been men who wore 



their fortune in lands beyond tho sea. 
To do this they must cut themselves 
loose from all the infiuonces of homo and 
in tho majority of cases, the chances of 
their ever returning are exceedingly prob- 
lematical, or if they do, their life in 
new lands has taken them so out of 
toucli with home conditions that they are 
little more than members of the family 
in name. A man In moderate circum- 
stances, with a family of boys, who will 
have to make their way in the world, 
would find Vancouver Islaml almost an 
ideal spot to establish himself, in their 
interests as well aH his own. He can 
come hero, procure fertile land at a mod- 
i-rate rate, prosecute farmiiif; and make, 
in short, a new home surromideil with 
all the comforts tliat be can desire. If 
his liovs w ish to follow in his footsteps 
and become tillers of the soil, they cau 
establish homes near at hand, if they 
are of an adventurous disposition and do- 
sire to take part in the exploitation of 
now countries, these are close at hand 
and they can do so without ever losing 
touch with their home circle, to which it 
would be possible tor them to return in 
ease of sickness, oi- for holidays, or for 
any of tho other reasons which lead a 
young man to desire to visit his family. 
If their tastes lie In the direction of a 
prc.fossion they can find in the new life 
of the Northwest Coast abundant open- 
ings for a young m«n W talent and en- 
ergy, and if they are better adapteil for 
mercantile or comnierciaj purtniits the 
field is wide and constantly growing more 
extensive. If the father would like to 
see his sons take part in the great move- 
ment now about to be inaugurated along 
tho shores in among the islands of tho 
Pacific Ocean, he cannot do better than 
to bring them here, where they can, from 
their boyhood, familiarize themselves 
with tho circumstances under wlii.^li this 
new advance of the Anglo-Saxon people 
will be carried on. For the father and 
mother, the prime considerations may 
not unnaturnlly he the character of the 
country in which they will live. To such 
it is sufllcient to say that it is possible 
to reproduce here something very closely 
resembling the most favored parts of 
England so far as the homo itself and its 
immediate surroundings arc concerned, 
but here, ot course, the similarity would 
end, for such a homo would he an island 
of rest in an almost boundless ocean of 
opportunity Among the attractions 
which the Island olTors to persons of the 
class now addressed, are its opportunities 
for hunting, these are more particularly 
described in other portions of to-day's 
l>aiier. and are only mentioned here in 
passing. 

One feature of Vancouver Island which 
ivili attract attontion if it Is properly 
understood is the Imperial Naval StatiiJii 
located at Esquimalt. This has several 
asp(>cts commanding the consideration of 
intending settlers. In the first place it 
affords a market for a very considerable 
(]uantity of farm produce. No one pre- 
tends that the station has reached any- 
thing like its full importance, tlie Bri- 
tish interests are itioroasing in the Pa- 
cific Ocean from year to year, and with 
the growth of these interests, the 
strength of Her Majesty's Navy on chii 
North Pacific Station must be increased. 
To some persons it will be considered an 
advantage from a soci.al point of view, 
to have near at hand a largo ;inmbor 
of the ofllcers and men of the Navy, as it 
gives to the community a color similar to 
that which marks many portions of the 
United Kiiigihuii. Tho Naval Station, 
particularly when it is enlarged and iie- 
coine more important, will also offer op- 
portunities for careers for young men 
who are inclined to such work. There 
is always of course a considerable per- 
manent staff in connection with !i dock- 
yard and navy yard. It is fair to snj-, 
however, that not many of the young 
men of British Columbia find tiioir tastes 
inclined In that direction, as they pre- 
fer tlio broader, more active, and more 
hopeful life of independent effort in the

Saaiiich mid otliei 
uea'rbv ranelirries. who liad all xoiiie at 
tired "in full regalia., witli their dusters 
of head feathersi and enibroidereil garb, 
and with their claws of auiinal.-i and med- 
icine sticks of claws and varif-gated gee- 
gaws. It was indeed a great Keance_<)t 
dancing, and an cpocli in hical Indi.'iii 
liistory, long to bo remembered by tlio 
trilieti present, wlio inehlded tho Song- 
liei's, E;!.st and South Snanich. Beec^-er 
liay and some Qnamichans, Cowicli.ins 
and Snonich Arm Indiam*— each tribe be- 
ing allottPd a space for their people. 

The fpii..<it -wno served just about tiio 
bre.Tk of day, and tlie Indians did jut^ticc^ 
to the fare, which, in other (>y(>H. inislil 
be considered a poor menu for suc!i a 
gathering, consisting, as it did. of nothing 
more than broad noid water. Of tliese 
sfaplos, though, there was a plentitiido. 
.lolinny having pocured no less than lid') 
loaves" of bread for lii.si gueslH. and of 
water, the carriers difihed out witli tlu^ 
dipper, from wliich everyone drank, as 
much as each reouired. for .Tolinny li.id 
n well nearby. Tlien, after tlie eating, 
came more dancing, and when the dinner- 
pail brigade "were hurrying townward 
yesterday morning, the dancing was st:ll 
going on.

The Tiicture prctiented to the five white 
men who were present— one being a Col- 
onist reporter— was one which artist/^ 
who love qnaint phnsw of art, w-onfu 
have gfine miles to see. In the centre of 
the mud lloor, vvliicli Avas ]iacl;ed down 
liard by coiiHtiMit tramping, were two liig 
log fires, from wliich flanK'M k'apei], ami 
a shower of spark.') rose anil struggled for 
an outlet tlirougli the ventilators, wliicli 
rei)lni'i'd oliiniiii'ys, at tlio top ut tlio 
ridged roof. 

\Vilii tlioir I>e(iaiilied facm sliining in 
tho rollnctioii of tlio fire«, wer(! two 
dancers ci-.tA in skins of animals, witli 
long liat.y liodecked with feathers, and 
•witli clusters of animalfi' clawn, all n-rat- 
Ue as they hopped about, and hysterical- 
ly wa.ved their arms; and behind them 
wore tho three hundred yelling, flhouting 
siwashes, nil garbed most stranRcly. and 
all anncd with short eticks, with which' 
they bent the planking of the low benches 
in front in time with tho movements of 
the dancers. One or twi> of every tribe 
assembled — there were about five in all — 
had tom-tonifi, hoojin covered with skins, 
and they banged tliese in accompanying 
the dancers. 

■The tbree hiuulred took their time -fronx 
one of tlio Songlieps triliosinen .wlio ntood 
at one side of the rectangle of howling 
.«;iwaslies, and beat time Ti-itli a piece of 
kinllling wood a la ,Tobn Piiilip Sonsa. 
tliey slionting wlieii he f^houted, moaning 
\vhon be moaned and increaning tlio vio- 
lence (if tiieir tion.rd he.'iting at liis sug- 
tHiii. Not only the time of the danc- 
ing did tho.y take from him. Init also of 
the chimtinjr. The klootciimen sang their 
"s'ld songs," chnntH of tho departed 
trihesmeii and lost glories, and the In- 
dian men sanjr dirges of sorrow and d"- 
fiant songs of war. telling' df fi.ghts of 
long ngo, , For houw thoy kept it up. 
thift ."Jinging and dancing, tintil long af- 
ter tlio approaching day put the electric 
li-.;Iit out of bnsine.s,o, and thci^— the gro.nt- 
er iiortion of men and 'women, liaviiig 
contributod I'j dunce of some kind or 
Oilier— tliey iiebl tlie fe.nst. 

The dancers differed iiiueli in tlieir 
styles of hopping. Some did the •^volf: 
dance, wliore Hicy riisiiod to and fro like 
till' aiiliiifils tlu'.v chose' to reprtv^nn*. 
howling and snapping at the assembled 
guest.s. Otiiers did «)nrrow dances, moan- 
ing their dirgc« aa they whirled here and 
there; ■others jumped, open mouthed, to- 
wards tho leaping fiameB of the loj; fires, 



MUST CLOSE THE HOME. 

Y. W. .A. Committee Complain of n 
Lacic of Support. 

At n- mooting of tho Young Women's 
Christian .liesoci.'ition, held on Friday, it 
was decided that the boarding house on 
line street, in connection with the nsjiuoi- 
ation, should be dosed. This dcciHiou 
was made after consultation with tho 
clergy of the city, who kindly attended on 
Tuesday last to confer witli the cominil- 
tee. ^^^^ile agreeing that a lioii.se was 
ahsolutely necessary, wiiero tlie youug 
women comiiii; from other places by mil 
and Htcanior, Van he safely and comfort- 
ably lioardod, tlie present house w::ri con- 
sidered too largo aiul involving too great 
an e.\penditiire of money. Thin would 
not he llio case if a few more of tho 
young woiiioii of the city could lie in- 
duced to make it their home, instead of 
living by thouiselves, or with a friend, in, 
to "say tiio least of it, not too comtortJlble 
a manner. And for the present tliis 
imiiortant branch of the work must 
Cease, i/iiL tile coiuinitteo hoi>e Ihut be- 
fore long a central olUce will be oiwned 
in the city, !i,nd that in time the need of 
a boarding houfic, when one no longer 
exists, may make Itself felt, oo that, at 
any* rate, a amaller home may bo opeiiod 
for the aceoinmodii,tion of tho«e who, 
through the closing of tlio liome on Ilao 
street, aro oblig(;d to seek a lodging else- 
where, and of the many who come as 
strangers into the. city. The conimittoo 
feel that they have not had tlio support of 
the public in their work, as it is given in 
other places; tho imi.ny apiieal.s that have 
been made from time to time for work- 
em and for iht- Hiiiall sum of money that 
is required, liave met with but small ro- 
Kiionse, ami thi! responsibility for closing 
this home must rest not with the coininit- 
teo of llie Y. W. C. A., but with all that 
portion of tho community wliich calls it- 
self Clirisliun. This is no fad of few 
over-energetic women; the Y. W. C. A. is 
a world-wide organization for helping in 
every [wstjible way the young women of 
the country, .and for any branch of itK 
work to have to cease in a place like Vic- 
toria must be to the committee, and 
.sliould be to others a source of very deep 
regret. 

With the increasing prosperity and prc- 
balile increase in the popuiutioii of Vic- 
toria in the near future, it is sincerely 
ho(K.'d that out of thin failure ma.y couie 
suecetis, and tliat before long arrangi>- 
iiieiits may bo made for carrying on in a 
.satisfactory maimer this iinfiortant iiart 
of the work of the Y. \y. O. A.
